STATEMENT IN CASE OF A. C. BANE. 


When the name of A. C. Bane was called the Bishop spoke to 
the Conference as follows: 

I have a communication from A. C. Bane with which he sends 
me his parchments, certificates of his ordination to Deacon’s and 
Elder’s orders in our church. 

I understand that he was appointed to a charge in this Confer- 
ence, San Diego, I believe. I am informed that he abandoned this 
charge before the close of the year, about June 15th, of this year. 
No matter what may be his opinion he is answerable to this Confer- 
ence for his official administration and is still a member of this Con- 
ference. He evidently thought he could jump the ecclesiastical 
fence and supposed he had withdrawn from the ministry of our 
church. There is no provision in any church for leaving it, at 
least it is not the intention of the obligations of any church for any 
surrendering of them. It is a specially awkward thing for a man 
to go out of one church into another, still there is a sort of courtesy 
practiced by the different denominations toward each other. When 
aman goes out decently and properly his orders are recognized in 
other churches of the same standing. We recognize the orders 
from other churches and expect the same courtesy from them. 

At the recent session of the Pacific Conference one man desired 
to leave our church and asked for permission to withdraw. He had 
a right to withdraw, and his regular withdrawal, after passing his 
character, was recorded in the minutes of the Conference. If there 
are no charges prefered against A. C. Bane he has the right to 
withdraw. No doubt he acted with a mistaken notion of the nature 
of his obligations and of his privileges. While, if it were your 
wish, you could pursue him and call him to account for failure to 
carry out his part of the contract with this Conference, I consider 
it would be the wisest policy to accept his credentials and record 
his name in the minutes as withdrawn from the ministry and mem- 
bership of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Rev. T. J. Duncan spoke to the case as follows: I agree to this 
on one condition: that we do not allow Bro. Bane or the world to 
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rest under the impression that we have no authority over him; but 
that, while we can legally pursue him and arrest his official charac- 
ter, still we prefer to extend to him ministerial courtesy and to look 
upon his act of leaving his charge in June of this year as an act 
more of ignorance of the real nature of his obligation than as an in- 
tentional disregard of the laws of our church. With this under- 
standing I am in favor of acting as the Bishop has suggested and of 
receiving the credentials of A. C. Bane. 


MEMOIRS. 


Your Committee on Memoirs submit the following Report : 
Exe C. Knorr. 

We have had given us the following meagre data on the life of 
Elgin C. Knott. He was born in Raven, Bedford Co., Tenn., in 
the year 1861, and died August 2, 1896. at Lordsburg, Cal. At the 
early age of seven years he was soundly converted and joined the 
church, where he remained through life. 

We are not informed when or where he was licensed to preach. 
He came to us about the year 1882, and after teaching at Los 
Nietos Institute for a year, was received on trial in the Los Ange- 
les Conference in the fall of 1882. After regular work for two 
years he was ordained a deacon, and located at his own request on 
account of failing health. He, however, remained local but two 
years at which time he was ordained elder and returned to-the reg- 
ular work. It was not, however, long before failing health com- 
pelled him to ask a supernumerary relation in the Conference where 
he continued till his release by death. 

Our brother was the victim of too ardent ambition in youth to 
fit himself for the work of the ministry. Atthe school of the Webb 
Brothers he led his class and graduated with a sound education that 
under other circumstances would have deepened into a thorough 
scholarship. But his own work in this fixed the fatal shaft and 
ended the weary years in pain.. Brother Knott was not the flowing 
orator, nor do we think the pulpit the sphere where he ‘could most 
easily have excelled. It was the opinion of those who knew him 
best that in the class and school room his highest excellencies and 
most brilliant qualities were to be found. Here his gentle but firm 
character, together with his aptness in teaching, revealed his more 
shining qualities. 

However, his race is run, and speculation may well be silent. 

His long sickness revealed a patient submission to God, and the 
crucible refined his spirit into a submisson that was best known to 
intimate and daily companions, for he was reticent save to intimate 
friends. He never complained, the most acute pain found no ex- 
pression from his lips. Knowing full well that his change was near, 
he set his temporal affairs in order and gave himself up to God. 

His death was a new evidence of Christian triumph. Not a 
cloud veiled the beatific vision of the unseen and eternal. 

Brother, adieu, but not forever.

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WILLIAM LoGAN ALLBRIGHT. 


Was born, reared and educated in the state of Arkansas, where 
also he was converted and licensed to preach. His health being poor 
he came to northern Arizona in 1883. He came to Prescott in the 
summer of 1884, and was recommended by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of Prescott station as a suitable person for the itinerancy to 
the Los Angeles Conference to be received on trial, George EK. 
Nichols, P. E. He was received, and his first appointment was to 
the Gila River Mission, which he served one year. His next ap- 
pointment was the Phcenix Circuit, which he served four years. 
The next and last appointment was the West End Circuit. It 
was during this, his sixth year in the itinerant ministry that his 
health, which had never been robust, gave way and he was com- 
pelled to ask for a superannuated relation to the Conference, this he 
told us, with tears, was the hardest trial he had ever met. 

Then for five years he suffered more than anyone but the Master 
knows, but sufferedin patience and fortitude, growing more calm, 
serene, holy and happy as the day approached. He never lost trust 
in the battle from which he was held back by disease, and oh, how 
much he strengthened others by a word, a sign, the looks of his eye 
and the shining of his happy face—thus until July 27th 1896——-he 
went home to heaven. ‘Thus so short, so brilliant, so lovely—like 
some bright meteor on a dark night that all at once shows us as at 
noon the landscape, the field and wood and the path to travel, and 
as suddenly goes out and makes the darkness appear more intense; 
but we can never forget what we have seen or the direction we 
should take. 

Our ascended Brother was’ a good preacher, he grasped the 
fundamental doctrines of our holy religion with a firm hand, he 
never wavered as to its divinity. To himit wasa matter of per- 
sonal experience; he had met the Master, consequently his preach- 
ing was from the heart, he could say truly ‘‘what we have felt and 
seen, with confidence we tell.’’ He had been saved by Divine Grace, 
and he had no doubt that that grace would save any one who 
would trust in Jesus. He was a man of strong convictions and had 
the courage of his convictions. It could have been as truly said of 
him as of anyone we have known ‘‘he feared no name but God.’’ 
He was ambitious, but his ambition was in one line only, that of 
saving souls for whom Christ had died. ‘he number led by him to 
the Savior only the Great Day will reveal, but we feel that he is of 
that number that have turned many to righteousness and therefore 
‘‘Shall shine as the stars forever and ever.’’

For myself, this earth is 
poorer since my brother has gone, and I shall miss him and long for 
his society as long as I live on earth, but thanks be to God, heaven 
is richer since W. L. Allbright is an inhabitant.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your Committee on Bible Cause begs to report that eleven 
charges have collected for this cause $67.30, a decrease on last year 
of $20.45. ‘Trinity Church increased its contribution $20.00, 
making the decrease from the other charges $40.45. Downey, 
San Bernardino, Newport and Bolsas, Pomona, Valley Center, and 
Menifee in the Los Angeles District; and Phoenix Circuit, Verde 
Valley, Prescott and Williamson Valley in the Arizona District, 
have not taken collections.

- use their influence tosecure and enforce proper Sabbath laws. ‘The 
greatest argument against Sabbath laws is that they are sumptu- 
ary and subversive of the liberties of the individual. About the 
best answer we can make to this is in the language of Horace 
Greeley. After he had visited continental Hurope and witnessed 
the situation there where they have no Sabbath laws, he said to the 
opposers of Sabbath laws in this country: ‘‘The liberty to do as 
you please on Sunday is the liberty of living in enforced slavery 
seven days in the week.” 

Let us teach the sanctity of the Sabbath both by precept and 
example, and thank God that he has by plain and specific statute 
given us this sacred institution.

D—CONSTITUTION OF THE LOS ANGELES ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


ARTICLE 1. The Board of Missions of the Los Angeles Con- 
ference shall consist of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, officers to be elected by the Board in their own way, 
and five Managers, making nine members, to be elected quadren- 
nially by the Annual Conference. Four of these shall be travel- 
ing preachers, the remaining five may be local preachers and 
laymen, who shall continue in office during the quadrennium, or 
until their successors are appointed. 

ARTICLE 2. The Board shall have power to fill vacancies, 
subject to confirmation by the Conference. When any elected 
Manager shall be absent during two successive sessions of the 
Board, his place may be declared vacant by the Board. 

ARTICLE 3. The Board shall meet annually at the time and 
place of holding the Annual Conference, or on call of the President 
in the interim of Conference sessions. Three members present 
shall constitute a quorum. ‘There shall be a public missionary 
meeting held by the Board at the time and place of holding the 
Annual Conference, at which time the report of the Board and 
Treasurer shall be read, and the interests of the Mission cause 
promoted by such means as the Board shall deem expedient. 

ARTICLE 4. The President, or in his absence the Vice- 
President, shall preside at all meetings. The Secretary shall 
record the proceedings, and make the annual report of the Board, 
which shall contain a full statement of its operations. The 
Treasurer shall receive and hold the funds of the Board, subject to 
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the order of the Board. He shall make and publish annually a 
full report of all receipts and disbursements, naming the amount 
assessed against and paid by each charge, and the missions sup- 
ported by the Board, and the amount appropriated and paid to 
each. 

ARTICLE 5. The officers of this Board constitute an Executive 
Committee, with power to transact business in the interim of 
Conferences. 

ARTICLE 6. The power and dtities of the Board have been 
clearly prescribed by the General Conference, and published in 
Chapter ir, Articles 12 to 18 of the Discipline. The Conference 
Board of Missions will confine its operations within the boundaries 
of the Conference.

However, we urge our pastors to 
present the Zva to our Leaguers, requesting them to support the 
same. The course of reading for the coming year is of exceptional 
worth, and we trust our Leagues will all purchase one or more 
sets and form reading circles for the winter. 

Many of our Leagues have been prompt in paying the Ain 
capita ‘tax, but others have been negligent in the matter. The 
pastors .can correct this matter if they will give a little cttention 
to it. 

We rejoice to see a growing interest in missions among the 
Leaguers,. and would recommend that the preachers see to it 
that their Leaguers are supplied with up-to-date missionary mat- 
ter, and ‘that at least once a quarter a service be given entirely to 
the subject. 

In this land where strangers are so numerous, the Leaguers 
may be of great help to their pastors in looking for the stranger 
and inviting him to the church. We think he is a wise pastor 
who will get his young people interested in this work. 

We would recommend that the General Conference make the 
President of the Epworth League a member of the Quarterly Con- 
ference.

In the beginning, our 
Creator demanded one seventh of our time to be given to the cul- 
tivation of, or the building up of, our spiritual natures, and, after 
a trial of thousands of years, we find the nations which observe 
and enforce that demand to have arisen from savagery, or, at least, 
from a wild state, and are now powerful, vigorous and aggressive 
in every thing that tends to the stability of human government 
and the betterment of our race; while those who have, after a 
time, ceased to regard it are continually tending downward, and 
some of them have already lapsed into barbarism. Let us teach 
men, both by precept and example, to eschew all servile work on 
the Lord’s day, and give themselves to the cultivation of, and 
ennobling of, their moral natures. 

On the subject of temperance, we again declare ourselves 
altogether and forever opposed to every phase and form of the 
liquor traffic. We do not believe that, for a stated sum of money, ’ 
we haye the right to license any man to trafficin an article that’ 
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blasts everything it touches, and brutalizes every one who gets 
enslaved by its pernicious influence. 

Let us continue to persuade all our people to use all the rights 
of their citizenship to drive this curse from our land. While our 
Church is not joined to any political party, it is, and always has 
been, emphatically a Prohibition Church, and has been so declared 
by our General Conference. 

We believe it to be our duty to assist men into places of 
power who will treat the lawless element engaged in this ne- 
farious traffic as other criminals, and who will assist us, by all 
lawful means, to oppose it while life lasts, or until it is driven 
from our land.

Your Joint Board of Finance report as follows: 

For the purpose of raising the Conference claimants’ fund, this 
Board adopts the plan known as ‘‘the five per cent. law,’’ to wit: 
The assessment for the Conference claimants’ fund, on each pas- 
toral charge, shall be an amount equal to five per cent. of the 
aggregate claims of the preacher in charge and the Presiding Elder. 
In case the preacher in charge shall fail to collect this claim, he 
shall be held personally responsible to the Joint Board of Finance 
for an amount equal to five per cent. of his own personal receipts 
on salary. 

We find amount assessed for General Conference delegates, 
$91.50; paid, $63.05; leaving $28.45 uncollected. For the purpose 
of raising the balance the Board assessed the same on the different 
charges—$1g 95 to be paid by the Los Angeles District, and $10 to 
be raised by the Arizona District; and the Board directs that these 
amounts be raised during the month of October, 1897, by the 
preachers on the different charges, and be immediately thereafter 
forwarded to the Treasurer of the Joint Board of Finance. 
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We find cash on hand for Conference claimants amounting to 
$441.35, and we apportion the same as follows:

The Thirteenth Annual Session, of Woman’s Parsonage and 
Home Mission Society, held in Trinity M. E. church South, Los 
Angeles, from Wednesday, Sept. 29 to Friday evening, Oct. 1 
1897. 

An Executive Session was held, Wednesday, 10 a. M., Mrs. 
Finley, President, presiding—all officers present—devotional exer- 
cises, Fifteen delegates were enrolled, representing San Bernar- 
dino, Trinity, West End, Pomona, Santa Ana, Downey, Cahu- 
enga, Bellevue Avenue, Mateo, Carpenteria, Phoenix, Prescott. 
and San Diego. Discussion as to number of delegates that each 
Society is entitled to. The following Committees were then 
appointed, chairman of each only is named. Finance, Mrs. Wade 
Hamilton; Publication, Mrs. H. J. Harper; Resolutions, Mrs. 
Wilson; Platform Courtesies, Extension of Work, 
Mrs. Anderson. Nominations in open session. A bill for publish- 
ing last year’s Minute read and referred to Finance Committee. 

Cahuenga made application for a donation. The Committee 
recommended the donation to be made, and, instead of the ‘‘ Re- 
funding Bond” clause, that the donation be made upon a refund- 
ing contract made by the Trustees, and if possible that the instru- 
ment be acknowledged before a Notary, and the instrument be put. 
on record. 

Wednesday, September 29, 2 Pp. M. Devotional exercises led 
by Mrs. Finley. Mrs. Finley, President, was present and presided 
at every session. Minutes of two Executive meetings read and 
approved. Report of Corresponding Secretary read by Mrs. 
Harper. Mrs. Field, of Trinity, read a welcome address, which 
was aaswered by Mrs. Belle O, Franklin. Mrs. R. M. Copeland 
sang a consecration solo. The Treasurer read report for the year, 
which was accepted. 

Reports of auxiliaries were then read: Trinity, Mrs. Ponder; 
Bellevue Avenue. Mrs. Copeland; Mateo, Mrs. J. W. Allen; Car- 
penteria, Mrs. Wade Hamilton. Mrs. Brooks, of Ventura, gave 
report of local work done. Mrs. P. O. Clayton, President of Ex. 
Board of City Missions, read report of City Mission work. Mrs. 
J. R. Toberman, Treasurer of that Board, read her report. Mrs. 
K. J. Harper read report of Prescott auxiliary. Mrs. R. K. 
Hargrove came in at the close of the first afternoon session, and at 
all subsequent sessions was always opportune in helpful sugges- 
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tions, in cheery encouragement, and at all times ready to assist or 
instruct. Mrs. R. A. Rowland warmly advocated the cause of the 
‘Children’s Home of San Diego. Mrs. Hargrove urged the form- 
ing of Juvenile and Young People’s Societies. 

Thursday, September 30, 2 Pp. M.—Devotional exercises led by 
Mrs. Jennie Wilson. All visiting members were invited to take 
‘part in the discussions.. The paper, ‘‘Symposium—Our Oppor- 
tunities,” in three divisions, was presented and discussed. ‘‘The 
Visiting Committee,” by Miss Duke; ‘‘Cottage Prayer Meetings 
and Bible Reading,’’ by Mrs. C. P. Brown, concluded by Mrs. E. 
R. Means. Mrs. Copeland, of Bellevue Avenue, read ‘‘ Fraternal 
Greetings’’ from the W. F. M. Society. Mrs. Finley read a sum- 
amary of general work. 

Rev. Dilly, foreign missionary from Mexico, was introduced. 

Mrs. Wilson reported San Bernardino Auxiliary. Mrs. Har- 
grove made a strong appeal for connectional work and the observ- 
ance of a week of prayer, and also urged the societies to use the 
Reading Course. Mrs. Price read report of Cahuenga Auxiliary. 

Finance Committee was granted permission to take collection 
at evening session to defray expense of publishing Minutes. Mrs. 
Brown urged all to subscribe for ‘‘ Our Homes.”’. 

. Arizona sent $30 for Mission work, which was appropriated to 
Los Angeles City Mission, being, the only one directly under con- 
trol of the Annual Society. 


Thursday, September 30, 7:30 Pp. M: The public meeting was 
opened by devotional exercises by Rev. J. M. Weems. Mrs. 
Wolfskill read report of City Mission work. Results of six 
‘months’ work shows considerable progress to have been made. A 
school has been organized at the Newsboys’ Home and teaching 
‘in Chinese families has been commenced. Mrs. Hargrove then 
addressed the societies, giving a full and enthusiastic account of 
the general work. ‘The Bishop followed by a short address on the 
value of Loan Funds. The collection amounted to $15.65. 


Friday, October 1, 2 P.M. Mrs. Chas. F. Harper conducted 
devotional exercises. Reports of Phoenix, West End, Downey, 
San Diego, and Santa Ana Auxiliaries were read. Mrs. Hargrove 
urged the payment of the ro cts. dues. Election resulted in—Pre- 
sident, Mrs. KE. J. Harper; Vice-president, Mrs. Wade Hamilton; 
Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. P. O. Clayton; Treasurer, Mrs. Dr. 
Lewis. District Secretaries—Los Angeles, Mrs. Belle O. Franklin 
and Mrs. Jennie Wilson; Arizona, Mrs. A. Alsap. 

Mrs. John A. Pirtle read a paper—'‘‘ How to make the best of 
our Literature?’ Mrs. Hargrove announced that little booklets 
were ready for applicants whose names were enrolled on the list of 
P. W. LL. F. Mrs. Oats was elected Editor of the Society for the 
coming year. Reports of the Committee on Parsonages showed 
the majority of the parsonages were cared for and in good condi- 
tion. : 

Finance Committee reported $4.72% spent for Literature dur- 
ing the last year—recommending that all money used in City Mis- 
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sion work be sent through the hands of the General Treasurer ; 
the introduction of mite boxes in all auxiliaries; the Baby Roll 
increased the surplus money in the Treasury, to be applied to the 
Cahuenga Parsonage. Six subscribers to ‘‘ Our Homes’’ were 
reported. Mrs. P.O. Clayton was appointed Fraternal delegate 


to W. F. M. Society.

C—SPIRITUAL STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


DEAR FATHERS AND BRETHREN:—We, your committee on 
the state of the church beg leave to report as follows: 

We have carefully examined the reports of the various charges 
in the conference, and find that we have in the Conference twenty- 
nine houses of worship, valued at $89,565.00, and twenty-six par- 
sonages worth $32,560.00, and other church property valued at 
$4,168.76, making a total valuation of all church property of $126,- 
293.76, with an indebtedness of only $6297.00, which is a fraction 
less than five per cent. of the total valuation. This we regard asa 
very encouraging state of affairs as regards the property. 

We notice a curious fact in connection with the above that we 
cannot account for. While there is no decrease in the number of 
churches and an increase of two parsonages during the last year, 
yet the reports show a decrease in total valuation of church prop- 
erty of $25,388.44. 

The amount expended this year for the improvement of 
churches and parsovages was $2626.81. 

We have a membership in the Conference of 2223, an increase 
over last year of 115. 

We raised for all purposes the sum of $19,399.28, amounting 
to $8.72 per member. 

We were impressed with the spirit of self-denial and consecra- 
tion shown by our ministry, and rejoice in the fact that there has 
been some advance along spiritual lines, and earnestly pray for a 
baptism of power from on high upon the ministry and membership 
of our church and this Conference especially to the end that the 
ensuing year may be one of greater advancement than ever before 
in our history.

We record our gratitude to God that the debt which has bur- 
dened our Board of Missions has been paid, thus making enlarge- 
ment of our Foreign work possible, we trust. 

We also note with pleasure the growth in Church Extension 
work, shown in communications from our secretaries to this Board. 

We have paid in full all appropriations made by the Confer-

The total receipts for Domestic Missions is some $29 above 
that of last year, which is a very creditable showing. For Foreign 
Missions we have to report more than $1roo less than last year, 
which we very much regret, ‘This, however, is offset by Woman's 
I, M, Society, $299 62; Home M., Society, $776.36, making a total 
for the women of $1ro72.98.

Dr. Atkins is sending out a 
Sunday School literature equal to the best. | We urge our pastors 
to see that the Children’s Visitor and the Magazine for teachers be 
taken in all schools. This magazine is of great assistance to a 
teacher and is full of the best thought and vital suggestions. 

The written examination at the close of each quarter is a new 
thing in Sunday School work. We deem it a wise departure from 
old methods and urge its universal adoption. 

Quite a number of new mission schools have been opened up 
during the year. This has caused a great demand upon your 
Board for funds—nearly twice as much money being asked for as 
we had to give. 

We regret to say that the collections on Children’s Day show 
a small decrease despite the fact that this Board furnished each 
school free programs for the observance of the day. We earnestly 
desire each school to prepare early for the proper observance this 
year of Children’s Day—take a collection and forward the same to 
the treasurer of this Board. No pastor or Sunday School superin- 
tendent has a right to use money collected on this occasion for any 
other purpose. We have received from collections this year 
($67.57) sixty-seven dollars and fifty-seven cents. Ten percentum 
of this has been forwarded to the General Sunday School Board, 
and ten per cent. to the Conference Board of Education. We had 
in our hands from last year ($17.08) seventeen dollars and eight 
cents.

3rd. WHEREAS, The good people of Downey have given us 
such cordial and lavish entertainment. 


Resolved, ‘That we express our gratitude and high appreciation 
of their kindness and pray that the good Lord may abundantly 
bless them and lead them in His way of peace. 


4th. Resolved, That we reaffirm the resolution passed by this 
Conference several years since, requiring the committees on exam- 
inations to conduct their examinations in writing; also that no ex- 
amination shall be considered approved unless the candidate shall 
have a general percentage of 75 per cent., and that anything below 
60 per cent. upon any one study shall be considered a failure. 

Further, that a copy of this resolution shall be printed each 
year in the Minutes just below the list of examining committees. 


5th. Resolved, That we record our sincere thanks to Almignty 
God for the foretokens of universal peace given to the world by the 
recent utterance of the Czar of Russia; that we pray earnestly that 
the time may quickly come when peace will reign on earth and 
there will be good will among all men; that we request the Presi- 
dent of the United States to take proper steps to co-operate with the 
Czar of Russia and the other nations of the earth in bringing 
about this time of universal peace, that we earnestly desire that 
the time may quickly come of which the poet sings : 


‘‘When the war drum shall throb no longer, 
And the battle flag be furled ; 
In the parliament of man 
The federation of the world.”

L—MEMOIRS. 
Rev. 1. T. Thomasson. 


In the middle of our last Conference year, there came to us 
from the Little Rock Conference, Rev. N. T. Thomasson, a young 
man in his first year on trial in that Conference, whose failing 
health compelled him to surrender his charge there, and seek for 
health and a field of labor on our coast. He was employed during 
the closing months of last year by the Presiding Elder, at Cahu- 
enga, where he won the love of his people and made impressions 
for good. ; 

At the last session of our Conference, it was thought best 
by his brethren, for climatic reasons, to assign him a place in 
Arizona. So, he was stationed at Bethel, where he served accept- 
ably, until failing health compelled him to desist. He then re- 
turned to his home in Arkansas to die, which event took place at 
Prescott, that state, on July 18, 1898. 

He was born in Georgia, but the place and date are unknown 
to us, as are also the circumstances and environs of his childhood 
and youth, save that his mother was a devout Christian, and his 
people were of the Methodist faith. 

He was a man of fine mind and had secured a good education. 
In early manhood he chose the law as his life’s work, but, later, 
became for a time connected with political journalism. 

During these years, he wandered from God and the teachings 
of his mother, and became entangled in the meshes of sin. His 
sinful life was a source of great sorrow to his mother, and broke 
her heart with grief. But through all his wanderings from the 
right her prayers and the Spirit of Grace followed him, until, like 
the prodigal son of old, ‘‘he came to himself,” and sought again 
the Father’s house and forgiveness. 

After his conversion, and after he had yielded to the Holy 
Spirit’s call to the ministry, he sought his mother, put his arms 
about her, kissed her weather-beaten cheeks, and said: ‘ Mamma, 
I have turned away from my sin, and have given God my heart 
and life, and He has graciously forgiven me. Will you forgive 
me for the sorrow I have caused you? And, I am going to preach 
the Gospel of Jesus as long as I live. Will my preaching the 
gospel do you as much good now and in the future as my sin has 
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caused you pain and grief in the past?” And the godly mother 
pressed her boy to her heart, rained tears and kisses upon his face, 
and said—‘‘ My son, my son, I praise the Lord and am satisfied.”’ 

From that time to the end he faltered not, but gave himself 
to his Lord and his Lord’s employ. 

Brother Thomasson was a companionable man. He possessed 
the Spirit of his Lord. In his heart was the law of kindness. He 
was a brilliant conversationalist. His reading was extensive. 

Brother Thomasson was very fortunate in his marriage. His 
wife was a cultured lady and truly pious. A brave, faithful help- 
meet, she was wise in the counsel and help she rendered him. 
Walking with God, and in fellowship with her husband, she won 
and held the confidence and love of his people. ‘Their union was 
blessed by two children, bright little girls, aged about 3 and 5 
respectively. 

- When Brother Thomasson realized that the struggle was in 
vain and that the end was near, he set his house in order, went 
back to his old home and kindred, made the best arrangements he 
could for the comfort of his wife and children, then quietly awaited 
the call of the Saviour. 

His wife, in a letter to friends in Arizona, said ‘‘ that for days 
before he departed, he seemed to lose sight of himself and his 
sufferings, and was consumed with a desire to bless and save 
others. Thus he talked and preached, praised and rejoiced up to 
the very moments of dissolution, and died bearing the certain and 
definite testimony that eternal life was his inheritance.” 

Truly, a good man has fallen. Earth is better because of his 
having lived in it, heaven is richer because of his removal thither. 
Thank the good Lord, ‘‘our people die well.”

LOS ANGELES CONFERENCE, M. E. CHURCH, SOUTH 
nseOOOGer~ 


The fourteenth annual session of the Woman’s Parsonage and 
Home Mission Society of the M. EK. Church, South, met in Downey, 
Los Angeles County, September 22, 1898, at 2 P. M. 

Sessions of the society were opened with devotional exercises, 
led respectively on Thursday and Friday by Mrs. McGauhey and 
Mrs. M. Wolfskill. Mrs. J. F. G. Finley acted as President p7o 
tem., in the absence of the President. During the session, the 
following auxiliaries were represented by delegate or report: Belle- 
vue Avenue, Cahuenga, Carpenteria, Downey, Mateo, Phoenix, 
Redlands, San Bernardino, Santa Ana, Trinity, West End. 

Three officers and thirteen delegates, or alternates, answered 
to name at roll call. ‘ 

Mrs. Lida Crawford, of Downey. welcomed the society to the 
hearts and homes of the people of that hospitable little city. The 
response, by Mrs. Tucker, of Mateo, to this cordial greeting voiced 
the appreciation of all visitors. The following Committees were 
elected—the chairman of each only is named: finance, Mrs. 
Mosier; Publication, Mrs. McGauhey; Resolutions, Mrs. Wolfskill; 
Extension of Work, Mrs. Tucker. Mrs. Ardis entertained the 
society with a vocal solo. The report of Tempe Auxiliary came 
into the society too late to be read at either session. 

Mrs. Cave, of San Bernardino, sent a paper to be read, ‘‘Work- 
ing with Goed,’—spiritual, practical, beautiful. Mrs. Mosier, of 
Santa Ana, read another, a sympathetic tender appeal, ‘‘ For Christ 
as He Comes to Each of us in our Work.” 

Mrs. C. P. Brown, Conference Organizer, reported three 
societies changed from an ‘‘Aid” toa ‘‘Home Mission Society.” 
Report of ‘‘ City Mission’’ work, under the auspices of this society 
was read by Mrs. P. O. Clayton, president of the Executive Board 
of City Missions, Los Angeles. The Executive Committee had 
held nine meetings during the year and reported a little work done. 
A Chinese Mission room in Los Angeles, furnished, with a part of 
the rent paid, was offered to our church, should it elect to accept 
and conduct the Chinese work there. The report elicited much 
discussion. Under existing circumstances, it was decided that, 
unaided, we could not furnish paid teachers for that work; but the 
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president of the Executive of City Missions was requested to com- 
municate at once with Mrs. Hargrove, general superintendent for 
the purpose of getting assistance from the Central Board. In 
order to keep the Mission open, and to defray the immediate neces- 
sary expenses to keep the Mission open, $13.25 was pledged. Mrs. 
Wolfskill volunteered to take charge temporarily, to enable the 
committee to communicate with the Central Board. Mrs. C. P. 
Brown voluuteered to assist, and Mrs. Cumpston offered herself on 
the altar of service. 
* Mrs. Wolfskill brought greetings from the W. F. M. S. 

Mrs. Uptegrove, visiting member from ‘Texas, was introduced 
and spoke of the work there. 

Application for aid was received from Bellevue Avenue, Los 
Angeles City, California; Prescott, Arizona, and Duarte, Los 
Angeles County, California. Bellevue Avenue was granted a don- 
ation of $52, when the Conference rules governing the same shall 
have been complied with. A donation to Prescott, Arizona, was 
also granted under same conditions as above, and each subject to 
the approval of the Central Board. Duarte was not assisted this 
year. 

Committee on Resolutions presented resolutions: thanking 
the people of Downey for their loving hospitality, the brethren for 
their wise counsel and courtesy, and making the ratio of represen- 
tation to the Annual Conference meeting one delegate (exclusive 
of the Correponding Secretary of each Auxiliary) for every ten 
members and fraction thereof. ‘These were unanimously adopted. 

The fourth resolution, requiring 25 cents per capita of adult 
members of the Society, to be used as a Conference Contingent 
Fund, was reduced to 10 cents. fer capita. Resolution in ‘‘memor- 
iam”’ of the two bright lights of the W. H. M.S., Miss Lucinda B. 
Helm and Rev. David Morton, D. D., removed to the heavenly 
mansions was also passed. 

Rev. Adkisson’s baby box was received and opened, contents 
43 cents. Mrs. Hill reported one new subscriber to Our Homes. 
Committee on Extension of Work reported, advising to concen- 
trate funds and energy on ove Mission in Los Angeles City.

A—EXEMPTION OF CHURCHES FROM TAXATION. 


Your committee on Relief of the Churches present the fol- 
lowing report and move its adoption. 

WHEREAS, The Legislature of the State of California, at 
its thirty-third session, two-thirds of all the members elected 
to each of the two houses voting in favor therof, proposes to 
the people of the State of California the following amendment 
to the Constitution of the State: 

SEcrTion 1%. All buildings used exclusively as churches 
and chapels, and so much of the real property on which they 
are situated as may be required for the convenient use and 
occupation of said buildings (provided that no building so 
used which may be rented for religious purposes, and rent 
received by the owner therefor, shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion), shall be free from taxation. And 

WHEREAS, There is being organized a united effort among 
all the denominations to bring this amendment to the favor- 
able attention of the Christian people of the State therefore, 

Resolved, ‘That the Los Angeles Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, cordially approve the measure 
and will do all in our power to secure its adoption at the 
general election, Nov. 1900. 

Resolved further, That the Bishop be requested to appoint 
an advisory committee of three who shall co operate with like 
committees from other religious organizations in securing the 
adoption of this amendment.

under good Christian influences. 

We recommend an assessment of $150 for the College.

The General Board has assessed our Conference for incom- 
ing year, $47.00. 

We recommend that the assessments be apportioned as 
follows:

We are thankful that, notwithstanding the drought which 
has visited this part of the State, we are able to pay in full 
all appropriations made by this Conference Board to charges 
in this Conference. 2 

The total receipts for Domestic Missions is some $11.69 
above that of last year, which is a very creditable showing. 

For Foreign Missions we have raised $151.92 above that 
of last year. 

The Conference raised for Domestic Missions, $357.35; for 
Foreign Missions, $873.12. ‘Total from all sources, $1,230.49. 

We would again recommend that the Epworth Leagues be 
urged to assist the pastors to raise the regular collection and 
afterwards do all they can by special collections. We urge 
the pastors to take early collections for both Foreign and Do- 
mestic Missions that our General Missionary Board and also 
the Home Board, may meet the demands made upon them 
when they are due, without having to borrow money and pay 
interest which is so much money thrown away.

our work, and use their utmost endeavor to prevent the sus- 
pension or disorganization of our auxiliaries; that the office 
of District Secretary be retained in Arizona, and that if pos- 
sible the secretary visit and organize in each pastoral charge; 
that throughout the Conference the President and Corres- 
ponding Secretary visit and strengthen weak auxiliaries. 

The Committee on Memoirs, in beautiful and touching 
words, told of the ‘‘going home’’ of our dear sisters, S. A. 
Wicks, Mrs. Dr. Rowley, and Mrs. Anna McClanahan. The 
one gathered to rest after a long and useful life, the others 
laying down the burden, ere the sun had reached the merid- 
ian but for each her colaborers can say they did faithful 
service, and the Master’s ‘‘well done,” doubtless, greeted 
them as they entered the pearly gates. 

In giving this condensed report of our meeting, we can 
only give a faint outline of the excellent work done; of the 
spiritual uplift from the fellowship hour, that was a promi- 
nent feature each day; of the benefit derived from contact 
with holy men and women; of the warm welcome and lavish 
hospitality that gushed forth as water from a mountain 
stream ; of vows renewed in the consecration service, led by 
Bro. EK. J. Harper, ‘‘one of ours”; of helpful suggestions of 
the ministerial brethren that were present. Beautiful flowers, 
emblems of purity and love, greeted us each day, bringing 
us nearer the Great Artist of the Universe.

Facts and figures should be seed truths, and should bear 
fruit; but how often are we reminded when we come up to 
an annual meeting of the parable of the ‘‘SowEr’’ and of 
the seed that fell zofin good ground; that fell by the way- 
side, on stony-ground, and among thorns. We think at each 
annual meeting, when the facts are sown broadcast, and we 
see evidence of interest, we are encouraged with the thought 
that surely next year there will be growth along all lines, 
and that the delegates present will go back and stir up the 
home auxiliaries. 

We could give the facts and figures as we received them 
from quarter to quarter, but could we read correctly between 
the lines, and give the story of the year? it would take a pres- 
cient eye to give you the story of this wonderful year, that 
is now behind us, even if we confine ourselves to the little 
branch of our Conference work. | 

From the last Annual report, I see we have in the Los 
Angeles Conference 2252 members. It is usually conceded 
that two-thirds of the membership in the west are women, 
but we will say one-half, that will mean 1126 women in our 
churches. Sad to say, that of that number only 249 are 
members of our Woman’s Missionary Society. That is the 
first fact and figure (seed-truth), I wish to plant in your 
minds today. Delegates please make a note: out of a mem- 
bership of 1126, we have on our roll only 249. Wil we not 
pledge ourselves to secure at least one new member for our 
Auxiliaries. I find also from the church record that we have 
32 preaching places, but only 29 pastoral charges. We have 
had 32 Auxiliaries in our Conference. In some places where 
we have had flourishing missionary societies, now we have 
none, notably, Pomona, Duarte, Azusa, Lompoc, San Luis 
Obispo, Santa Barbara, Bolsas, Escondido, Valley Center, 
Menifee, Norwalk. At Cerritos and El Modina, we had socie- 
ties, though our church had no work at those places. There 
are only two places in the Los Angeles. District in which we 
have not had an Auxiliary—Newport and Redlands. 

In the Arizona District, we have only one Auxiliary, 
that at Phoenix, but that is in a flourishing condition. 

Last year a District Secretary was appointed to that work, 
and she was duly notified of her office and work, and litera- 
ture was sent to her, but no report has been received from 
the District work, but we are patient, still hoping better 
things for the future. 


BOARD WORK. 


The Board is now in its 2Ist annual session, in Nashville, 
Tennessee. 


Methodist. Episcopal Church, South 33 


The Secretary said in her last report: ‘‘As we catch 
glimpses of the great thought of God, to evangelize the 
world through human agency, our purposes broaden, and 
instead of China, Korea, Brazil and Mexico, we embrace 
Africa, India, Cuba, the isles of the sea, the whole world! 
The organized working force of the Woman’s Board includes 
34 Conference Societies, 270 Districts, 3,629 Auxiliaries, 74,- 
479 members. Report of Treasurer shows $86,416.76 raised 
last year. 


Cuina. The work in China reveals a most encouraging 
State of affairs. The great trouble is, the reinforcements are 
not adequate to the demand. Self-support is becoming a 
feature in all their schools. The value of the Bible Woman’s 
work cannot be estimated—going as they do from house to 
house, teaching Christ from the Word and from their own 
experiences, having access to hundreds of homes and _ hearts 
who shrink from foreigners. 


KorEA—with its 12,000,000 souls. Only two years’ 
work in Korea, but it has been most encouraging from the 
first. Mrs. J. P. Campbell has this work in charge. ‘here 
we have our Bible Woman and scholarship. 


MeExico—also has 12,000,000 inhabitants. Our work 
there is very prosperous. More money is appropriated to that 
work than any other. A little over two years’ ago, we had 
no Bible Woman there, now we have 19.° The schools are 
overfull. 


BRAZIL.—The work is a pronounced success. 


InpIAN Misston.—The outlook is encouraging. In the 
last year, there have been many bright conversions and truly 
changed lives. 


SOME FEATURES OF THE WORK. 


We have a Boarding School and Mission Home at every 
station, either in property owned by the Board or in rented 
houses. 


CuBa—is our new field, and as Bishop Candler says, 
‘““Our nearest, neediest, ripest mission field.’”’ We have a 
school at Santiago started with 8 bright little girls, and is 
growing rapidly. 

The Board employs 61 regular missionaries, 132 assist- 
ants in schools, has 12 Boarding-schools, 59 Day.schools, 
3 Kindergartens, 3 Hospitals, 2 Bible Colleges, 37 Bible 
Women, 77 Scholarships, more than 5000 pupils, besides 
many hundred women under instruction. 

LITERATURE. — The Woman’s Missionary Advocate has 
13,171 subscribers, and a circulation of 14,500. 

The Little Worker is the best juvenile paper published by 
any Board, and it can be had for the small sum of ro cents. 
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Hundreds of thousand leaflets are distributed gratuitously 
and they are a great factor In keeping up missionary zeal. An 
effort has been made to have missionary libraries in every 
Conference, if not in each Auxiliary. 

Appropriations for the last year were $98,766. 

These are the facts and figures as tabulated from time to 
time, quarter to quarter, of the past year. 

These are the surface eye and ear facts or pictures, as 
seen by the natural man, but what shall we say of the un- 
written (not unrecorded) story of the opportunities and re- 
sponsibilities of this year, now gone forever ? 

There comes a sweet memory of the little story told us in 
our childhood, of two recording angels with open books fol- 
lowing each of us; one in d/ack, the other in whzte; each 
kind, good act is recorded by the one in white, all evil ones 
by the one in black. The white angel sends each good act, 
immediately, to the great book of records above, but the black 
must keep his book open until nightfall, then if we are 
repentant, the record must be wiped out. If we today could 
know that all indifference, carelessness and neglect, the 
failure of promptly seizing our opportunities, were all can- 
celled, we would not be heavy-hearted today. 

There has not been a day in this wonderful year, but that 
a plea has come to us through the papers, our reviews, and 
missionary periodicals, reminding us of the world’s great, 
urgent needs. We hear, 


‘* The time is short ! 
If thou wouldst work for God, it must be now; 
If thou wouldst win the garland for thy brow, 
Redeem the time, 


‘«Shake off earth’s sloth ! 
Go forth with staff in hand while yet ’tis day ; 
Set out with girded loins ‘upon thy way : 
Up! linger not! 


“Fold not thy hands ! 
What has the pilgrim of the cross and crown 
To do with luxury or couch of down? 
On, pilgrim, on !” 


Everything in this busy world is astir; the forces of evil 
as well as the forces for good. Spiritualism in all its varied 
forms of Theosophy, Spiritism, Christian Science (?), Home 
of Truth and ‘‘what not’ is spreading! When we hear of 
four prominent clergymen declaring themselves in favor of the 
teachings of Spiritualism, Dr. Lyman Abbott, Heber New- 
ton, Minot J. Savage and De Costa, one Congregational, two 
Episcopalians and one Unitarian, are we not reminded of the 
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prophesy of that day, the deceptions, which, if it were possi- 
ble, would ‘‘seduce even the elect??? 

God has a special mission and message for the young peo- 
ple. Dr. A. T. Pierson says: ‘‘ There is a sense in which 
there are no young people now-a-days. A collegian knows 
more than Plato did at sixty. 

“These are days of intelligence, of widespread information. 

‘Time is not measured by hours, but by sensations.” 


‘“We live in deeds, not years; in thoughts, not breaths e 
In feelings, not figures on a dial: 
We should count time by heart-throbs. He most lives, 
Who thinks most, feels the noblest, acts the best. 
It matters not how long we live, but how.” 


These are peculiar times in which we live. What changes 
have been wrought within a single day! The map of the 
world has been changed, and doors have been opened to 
Christian nations, within a day, that make the churches hold 
their breath in amazement. We can almost say, in regard to 
our history, ‘‘One day is as a thousand years.” 

Japan, China, India, Africa, Mexico, South America, the 
Islands of the Sea, all unlocked. While staggered with the 
Stupendousness of the opportunities, wise men every where 
are calling attention to the great helps God is offering in the 
way of inventions and discoveries. 

See what the printing press has done; sending out Bibles 
by the millions in three or four hundred tongues. We hear 
returned missionaries tell of giving a literaiure to a people 
who did not even have an alphabet (Mr. Johnson of Africa). 
We need not ask today, ‘‘Who is my neighbor?” The tele- 
graph, the electric cars and steamships on land and sea will 
answer, ‘‘Come, speak to theth, go to them.” 

Verily, war is furnishing us an example of the possibility 
of evangelizing the world in a generation. 

When the call ‘‘to arms’’ was made, the men rallied by 
the hundreds of thousands—how quickly the prison doors of 
Cuba were flung open, and her perishing millions rescued. 
Still the work goes on. God is moving! and woe to us if we 
are asleep or taking our ease while He moves. 

The fulness of time is upon us. This world is our Lord's, 
and He will have it. 

If, hitherto, we could offer sacrifices for the sins of igno- 
rance, that day is past, and the day zs come when the Lord 
says: ‘‘This is the fast that I have chosen: to loose the bands 
of wickedness, to undo the heavy burdens, and to let the 
oppressed go free, and that ye break every yoke. To deal 
thy bread to the hungry, and that thou bring the poor that 
are cast out to thy house, when thou seest the naked, that 
thou cover him: and in that thou hide not thyself from the 
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own flesh.’’ (Isa. 58:6, 7.) Friends, have we given bread to 
the hungry? Have we loved the lost? Have our hearts 
ached and bled over a lost world? Have we ever prayed a 
single all-night for earth’s perishing ones? 

In reading I found this little verse and its application; it 
touched me wonderfully. I hope it will touch you. 


“An infant crying in the night, 
An infant crying out of sight, 
With naught of speech except a cry.” 


What can touch the sympathies, or provoke a prompt 
reply more than an infant crying in the night, an infant cry- 
ing out of sight, with naught of speech except a cry? It can- 
not speak to tell us how hungry itis, or what pains it suffers. 
It is out of sight, and we cannot see its tears nor learn just 
what is the cause of itsdistress; all we know is it is alone in 
the dark with no one to minister to its wants. Dear friends, 
this helpless infant is your heathen brother, who is crying for 
something, he knows not what. He is enveloped in utter 
darkness, because he lives in the land of night. Out of sight; 
but, loved ones, have you not caught a faint cry, and will you 
not pause a moment to determine what it is? O Heavenly 
Father, enable us this day to open our hearts and receive 
Thee in all Thy fullness. O that God would flash into our 
minds something of the value of a human soul! Turn in the 
X-rays of the Holy Spirit’s shining. Search us, prove us, con- 
vict us of our sins of OMISSION.
